Please remember when mailing woods that 
round woods must be carefully protected by thick cardboard or they will be broken by the letter 
processing machines. Flat woods seem to be seldom broken in the mail. In the descriptions 
below, U.S. printers have U.S. prices and Canadian printers have Canadian prices.

Norm offers five holiday designs and seven different verses for white maple flats and light brown 
cherry wood flats, hot stamped in bright foil colours.

Canadian numismatics is in the forefront of the newest communication 
technology through Numismatic Network Canada (NNC), now on the 
World Wide Web. NNC is a non-profit association owned and controlled 
by the leading Canadian numismatic organizations:

NNC is managed by a Board of Directors appointed by these 
organizations and supervised by an executive committee of the board. 
Day to day operations on the Internet are managed by an administrator 
who is also the system operator. 


The Internet 
Much has been written recently about the Internet. Simply, it is the large 
number of big and little computers, joined together by 
telecommunication links that enable a great many people to access pools 
of information, organize discussion groups and send messages (E-Mail) 
to one another. When it was first established, anyone who wished to use 
the Internet was required to learn rather complex technical skills in order 
to find and retrieve anything but with the advent of the World Wide Web 
(WWW) in 1990, that all changed. Now, the technology required 
(software) is so ‘friendly’ that virtually anyone can quickly become 
proficient in its use and thereby open up a whole new world of 
information, communication and even fun. 


The World Wide Web

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The 'Web' is the new technology that is the part of the Internet which is 
the easiest to use and allows the introduction of graphics. This in turn 
makes the web site the ideal tool for the numismatic researcher, student, 
historian or collector. Images used as illustrations in source documents 
or as a part of communications bring the subject alive as nothing else 
can. In numismatics, this will usually be an essential part of a message 
or a research paper and is perhaps what makes the WWW so important 
an innovation for the numismatist. The web site is called the 
organization's Homepage. 


The Organizations 

Each of the organizations is described including a short history, its 
facilities and the activities in which it engages. A calendar of events 
keeps members informed of exhibitions, meetings, conventions and 
other current affairs. Information about publications such as books or 
journals issued or for sale, library lists, indices, etc., are also included. A 
request to receive an application form is available for downloading by 
non-members who would like to join an organization or to receive more 
information. 


E - Mail 

Once on the Internet, anyone can request information from or send 
messages to others anywhere in the world. The NNC administrator 
collects messages sent to NNC seeking information and arranges for 
replies to be sent by those numismatists most knowledgeable in the 
particular subject being raised. Members can contact other members 
about subjects of mutual interest, an important benefit especially for 
those who normally cannot attend conventions or meetings or are 
located in a remote area. 


Discussion Groups or Forums 
A Forum-style discussion group will be arranged, once NNC is running 
smoothly. In the future, a newsgroup type of format will be set up. 
Initially, this will operate on a pre-arranged schedule, which will be 
publicized, where discussions will be organized at a specific time and 
date covering a variety of numismatic subjects. When the amount of 


interest warrants, an open or on-going news or discussion group will 
become available. 


Numismatic Papers, Studies, Articles 
The organizations will make available articles and papers that can be 
downloaded to any user's computer. Some of these will be examples of 
the content of journals or other publications, or be special items of 
numismatic material not found elsewhere. Members will also be invited 
to submit such papers for posting. 


Accessing the Internet 
It is simple. Everyone who wishes to go ‘on-line’ must go through an 
Internet Service Provider (ISP). They are now available in all the larger 
centres and their charges are relatively uniform, although depending on 
the location, it is not a bad idea to shop around before making a 
commitment. Most ISP's offer a trial period which has the advantage of 
allowing you to determine the amount of time you likely will want to 


spend on the Internet and therefore arrange for the fee schedule that best

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fits such usage. You also should investigate the availability of 


"Freenets" in your area but be cautioned that this approach may not give 
you access to the graphics that are such an outstanding feature of the 
WWW. Once on the Internet, you pay nothing more to access the NNC 
or any other Web site, wherever it might be located. 


When assessing the cost involved, do not overlook the fact that access to 
NNC is only the catalyst that gets you on the Internet. Once on, there are 
hundreds of numismatic-related sites and thousands of other WWW sites 
that may satisfy other interests in your life or the lives of those around 
you. 


Computer Hardware and Software Requirements 

Of course you need a computer and a modem to connect it to the 
telephone line. Review with your computer supplier what equipment you 
have and what you are planning to do with it. Your supplier can usually 
be relied on to give you a fair assessment of your needs, but shopping 
around is always advisable. The minimum desirable modem speed is 
14,400 bps but preferably, if you can afford it, and depending on the 
configuration of your computer (your supplier will advise you if its 
feasible), we recommend you purchase a modem with a speed of 28,800 
bps. The time saved especially in downloading large files with graphics, 
will reward you many times over for the difference in cost. 


All the software you will need will be made available by your ISP when 
you sign up. It probably will be shareware, which if you are satisfied 
with it, can be upgraded at nominal cost later. By that time, you will 
have gained enough experience to know what you want, including the 
‘bells and whistles’ that all computer folk fondly add from time to time 
to their operations. 


Most ISP's use the better quality software and as well, offer technical 
support to help get it up and running. Some, as well, offer training 
courses to first-time users. Don't hesitate to use these facilities.
